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Recount Finds Discrepancies 


34 Votes Shift to Black 
In Place I Trustee Race

A newly discovered discrepancy in the April 6 School 
Hoard Election has thrown J. David Black and Dennis 
Robinson into a runoff for Place I. The election has been 


called for May ll. 
„ 
A canvassing committee of private citizens found the 
in the results late Wednesday afternoon. The official count 
found that Robinson polled 881 votes to Black s 873 votes, or a 
difference of only eight votes. Write-in candidates polled 55 
votes. It was previously reported that Robinson had received 
916 votes and Black had received 839. 
The special canvass committee composed of John Yates 
Haggard, judge; and Mrs. Emmett Clem, Mrs. Fred Miers, 
and Mrs. Don Neeley, clerks, was appointed by the school 
board Tuesday night after a box of uncounted absentee 
votes was found Monday afternoon. 
Rather than add the absentee votes to the previously 
announced returns, school trustees overturned an April 9 
canvass by board members and appointed the canvass 
committee to re-examine each ballot. Three candidates 
present at Tuesday night’s school board meeting-Ted 
Dickey, Robinson and Black -agreed with the procedure. 


More Than 30 Votes Difference 
Haggard told board members at a special meeting 
Wednesday night that his committee had counted the votes 
earlier that afternoon and found that 22 non-existent votes 
had been counted in the first returns and that there was a 
discrepancy of more than 30 votes in the Black-Robmson 
race 
The previous results plus the recently discovered absentee 
ballots totaled up to 1,831 votes cast, but the canvass com­ 
mittee found only 1,809 votes when each ballot was checked. 
Also, Robinson was previously listed as having received 486 
votes at Wilson Junior High when he actually received 448 
votes or a difference of 38 votes. 
The committee also found that Black was recorded with 33 
votes less in the Wilson box than he actually received. He 
w as listed as having polled 382 votes when he actually 
received 415. 
. 
In the Bowman Junior High box, Black picked up one vote 
and Robinson picked up three votes. 
Write-in candidate Larry Jackson was listed as having 
received three votes more than were cast for him at 
Bowman and 18 votes more than were cast for him at W ilson. 
His official vote total is now listed as 52 rather than 73. He 
lost a total of 21 votes in the canvass of the results. 


Place 2, 3 Changes Minor 


There w ere only minor changes in the Place 2 and Place 3 
races. The correct results for the Place 2 race are Ted 
Dickey. 835; Jack Gasche 490; Tom Hughson, 539; and Ron 
Smith, I. Previously reported results were Dickey, 840; 
Gasche, 489; Hughston, 532; and Smith, I. 
The canvass showed that Dickey picked up one vote at 
Bowman and lost six votes at Wilson , Gasche picked up one 
vote at Bow m an;Hughston picked up six votes at Bowman 
and one vote at Wilson; and Sm iths total remained un­ 
changed. 
The corrected returns found three votes which were 
previously uncounted. The first returns said that 1,862 votes 
had been cast in the Place 2 race and the canvass committee 
reported that 1,865 votes were cast. 


Haggard Gets 66 More Votes 
Rutledge Haggard picked up 66 votes in the canvass of 
Place 3 race. He was previously reported with 1,503 votes, 
but the canvass committee said 1,569 votes were cast for 
him. Haggard was unopposed in the contest but several 
write in votes were cast for various candidates. 
When the canvass committee reported their findings to the 
board. Ken Lambert asked Attorney Nathan White Jr. if the 
returns from the committee were accurate. 
White replied that every effort was made to insure ac­ 
curacy and a complete account of the vote. Pointing out that 
lie is a member of the County Elections Board and has 
conducted the last two schools forelection judges and clerks, 
he said it is much easier to talk about counting 1,500 votes 
than to count them as required by law.

•Great Shock to Community’ 


“I know the results are going to be a great shock to the 
community,” he said, ‘‘and the first reaction is probably 
going to be “how can a bunch of goons count only 1500 votes 
and not be accurate0'' 
“These were veteran judges, (Johnny Hall at Wilson and 
Harry Rawlinson at Bowman),” he said. ‘‘They were 
present today when the committee was counting the votes 
and are as shocked as they can be. The judges did not 
physically count the ballots on April 6 and are unable to say 
why the tally is so different. They are just as amazed as 
anyone else.

“There are certain discrepancies which are beyond 
comprehension,” he admitted. “ I hope that those who are 
unhappy with the inaccuracies will volunteer to work rn the 
next election and then they will understand the problems. It 
isn’t so easy.”

He explained that the counting is done throughout election 
day by two or more people in a counting room w ith a com­ 
plicated tally list. These tally lists are extremely difficult to 
use, he noted, adding that the counting was done on a start- 
stop basis all day long. 


An accurate count under the circumstances is very dif­ 
ficult he said. In an election, ballots are counted once and 
the assumption is that they are accurate. He pointed out that 
the canvass committee was able to recheck its results on one 
box four times. 
The board then accepted the canvass committee returns 
and called the runoff election for May ll. The election cannot 
be held any sooner due to legal technicalities. 
The board then asked for comments from the audience and 
Robinson questioned the legality of the canvass committee s 


He said that he had agreed to go through the unofficial 
canvass to clear up public opinion but that judging from the 
reactions he had heard, “we have done more to cloud the 
public issue ... than to clear it. 
“ In the interests of better public relations all the way 
around, we ask as a group of citizens, we ask the board to 
hold an official recount,” he said. “I don't believe there 
would be much difference in the figures, but you have 
already kicked out one tally and accepted another that is 
greatly different. This has raised additional questions that 
only an official recount-one with legal basis--can resolve.

No Basis For Recount Request 


White replied that the board has no basis for asking for a 
recount, pointing out that a recount 
has, in effect, been 
made. He said, however, that there is a definite procedure 
for contesting the election if anyone wishes to do so. 
Robinson questioned whether discrepancies in voter 
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discrepancies in the voting. 
White agreed there is always that possibility because 
there is” no IOO percent assurance that someone with a card 
issued by the county tax assessor-collector is a qualified 
voter.” He said the school board has done what can be done. 
Frank Adams then took exception to Robinson’s remarks. 
He said the term “unofficial” is inappropriate and unfit. 
“This body as constituted has the authority to do what we 
did today,” he said. ‘‘We have been so instructed by legal 
counsel and I have been so instructed by personal counsel. 
We have not unofficially counted anything. We have done 3ll 
we know how to get the correct results and do what is best for 
the community. It is not an unofficial act and I resent the 
implications.” 
Robinson said after the meeting that he has reached no 
decision of whether to contest the election.

“ What this means,” says 
Smith, “ is that in the near 
future, we may expect to be 
haunted by the spectre of 
severe shortages of clothing, 
food, paper, ink, fertilizer, 
paint and other items which 
require energy to produce. 
When asked why govern­ 
ment would want an energy 
crisis, 
Smith 
answered,

shortages

for 
government to fasten more 
and more restrictive con­ 
trols on the economy and 
over every act of an in­ 
dividual’s life, 
until such 
control is total. And that

The sizes stamped on 
such needles are impossible to read without the aid of a 
magnifying glass. I wonder why they cannot identify the 
sizes with colors that would be universal for all manufac­ 
turers of such needles. This would save time even for those 
who have no sight problems. — MRS. C.L.K. 
D EA R P O L L Y - Lik e Betty we, too, had a rocker that 
squeaked and had unsuccessfully tried both oil and soap on 
it. Finally we tried graphite and it worked. Spread papers 
under the chair and squirt the graphite powder on the 
springs and on the wood where the springs are attached. It 
comes in a convenient tube and can be purchased at a 
hardware store. — B U F F Y of New Hampshire. 
D E A R P O L L Y — I also had a problem with a squeaky 
rocking chair and would like to tell Betty I sprayed silicone 
on the springs. This does not stain but I first placed newspa­ 
pers on the floor. Rock a few times and if the squeaking 
continues spray on a bit more. — M RS. A K. 
D EA R P O L L Y — Betty should put some petroleum jelly 
on her squeaky swivel rocker. Put it on with a nice long 
water color brush or even a long chicken feather works 
well in tight places. This is also good for squeaking hinges 
and other things like drawers that are hard to pull out and 
in. Just apply where the trouble is. It does not take too 
much. - MRS. H.P. 
D EA R P O L L Y - When making a garment I like to finish 
the seams. It is not only neater but keeps the fabric from 
raveling. Recently I was making a pair of slacks for my 
husband and found it is much easier to finish the seam 
edges B E F O R E sewing the garment together. I use the 
zigzag stitch on my machine for this. After the seam edges 
are finished resume sewing the garment knowing all the 
seams are neat looking. — SHARON. 
D EA R P O L L Y - To have seedless lemon juice keep 
pieces of nylon net handy. When ready to squeeze a lemon 
wrap it in the net and seeds will not pop into the juice. —

Council Claims Illegal Gambling is Big Money-Maker Here 


The Anti-Crime Council of 
Texas (ACT) is now working 
as 
statewide 
coordinating 
ce n te r in the cam paign 
against voter approval of the 
May 4. 1974, referendum on 
le g a liz e d 
p a r i- m u tu e l 
gambling. 
This 
inform ation 
was 
rele ase d 
by 
ACT 
Co­ 
c h a irm e n Dr 
Abner V. 
McCall of Waco, president of 
Baylor University, and Mrs. 
Hom er 
G arrison 
Jr. 
of 
Austin. D istrict attorney 
Tom O’Connell of Plano is a 
member of ACT, also. 
“P ari-m utuel gambling is 
not the only, not even the 
main concern of the Anti- 
Crime Council,” said Dr, 
McCall. ‘‘But we did not 
believe we could shirk our 
responsibility in this cam ­ 
paign. 
“Organized 
crime 
is 
a 
billion-dollar-a-year busi­ 
ness in Texas, and its single 


biggest money-maker in the 
state is illegal gambling. 
“ It is our position we will 
never 
control 
organized 
crime if we feed, nurture and 
publicly promote or condone 
its major source of income. 
That is exactly what we 
would be doing in legalizing 
ra c e tra c k 
betting 
- 
in ­ 
directly, 
but 
certainly 
financing organized crim e.” 
ACT, said Dr. McCall, is 
offering the support of its 
officers 
and 
m em b ers 
throughout Texas to assist 
“any and all organizations 
opposed 
to 
pari-m utuel 
gam bling 
for 
w hatever 
reason.” 
Specifically, he said that 
the 
vear-old 
Council 
has 
prepared and is distributing 
promotional materials and 
rese arch d ata, providing 
sp e ak e rs 
and 
speech 
m a te ria ls 
for 
m eetings 
around 
the state 
and 
is 


seeking to coordinate the 
efforts of other groups “so 
the facts on this issue will 
reach the most voters with 
the greatest im pact.” 
Mrs. Garrison added that 
ACT is accepting financial 
contributions toward the 
campaign. 
“ But,” she noted, “We are 
relying on people more than 
money. 
“We do not have and we do 
not expect to have hundreds 
of thousands of dollars from 
sp ecial 
interests 
for 
m a s s i v e 
a d v e r t i s i n g . 
“But perhaps the most 
powerful tool we could have 
is people who recognize the 
dangers inherent in pari­ 
mutuel wagering and who 
are speaking to their neigh­ 
bors on a 1-to-l basis. 
“We are convinced the 
great majority of Texans 
rem ain 
stead fastly 
and 
rightly committed in their 


opposition to pari-m utuel 
betting, and that they must, 
first, know their votes are 
urgently needed May 4.'' 
T h e 
p a r i - m u t u e l 
referendum will be held in 
conjunction with both the 
Democratic and Republican 
primaries on May 4. That 
day voters will be asked if 
the 64th Legislature should 
enact a law to allow pari­ 
mutuel betting on horse 
races by local option. Pari­ 
mutuel 
betting 
has 
been 
turned 
down 
in 
seven 
previous elections in the last 
21 years, most recently in 
1968. 
The Anti-Crime Council, 
formed in March, 1973, is a 
broad-based group seeking 
“to mobilize citizens support 
in the fight against crim e.” 
The Council has developed a 
n i n e - p o i n t 
s t a t e w i d e 
program calling for state 
and local government action 


on law enforcement issues 
ranging from provision of 
bail to oral confessions. One 
point of this program deals 
with gambling and ACTS 
opposition to legalized pari 
mutuel betting. 
“We have found people 
across the political spectrum 
joining in this opposition,” 
said Dr. McCall. “And their 
reasons span the spectrum 
of public interests. 
“Some are against pari­ 
mutuel 
wagering 
because 
they believe it is a form of 
r e g r e s s i v e 
t a x a t i o n 
damaging especially to the 
interests of low-income and 
minority citizens. 
“ Som e 
are 
opposed 
because of the documented 
damage gambling does to 
consumer markets and its 
depressing effects on most 
all legitimate business en­ 
terprises. These are people 
who say - with good reason - 


that 
legal 
gam bling 
produces nothing more than 
an unhealthy redistribution 
of great amounts of cash 
from 
which 
socially 
destructive elements benefit 
most. 
“ Some 
are 
consum er 
advocates who oppose mass 
media promotion of legal 
betting as misleading and 
unfair in that it hides the fact 
that almost all bettors must 
ultimately lose. 
“ Law enforcem ent 
of­ 
ficials are speaking out on 
the 
contribution 
of 
legal 
gam bling to crim e, and 
church leaders are focusing 
on the threat of individual 
degreadation and fam ily 
destruction. 
“While the concern of ACT 
is the fight against crime, we 
feel 
all 
valid 
arguments 
should be presented to voters 
so they may make an in­ 
formed choice on May 4 ”

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Indians Get 1st Bible 


Printed in America 


A great deal has been 
written about the early days 
in America - the hardships, 
the Indians, the early set­ 
tlers and their religious life. 
But one little known fact is 
that the first Bibles printed 
in American were in one of 
the languages of her native 
people, the Indians. 
In the year 1663, the pastor 
of the church in Roxbury, 
Mass., John Eliot, paid to 
have 1,500 Bibles published 
in 
the 
language of the 
Algonquin tribe who lived in 
that area. 
The sto ry behind this 
event 
is 
another 
of 
the 
seldom written sordid facts 
of history in early America - 
that of the dehumanization 
of the native Indian by the 
“ new” Americans. 
One day while driving in 
the countryside near 
the 
young city of Boston, Eliot 
saw’ a farm er plowing a 
field, using an Indian to pull 
the plow . As the farm er plied 
his whip. Eliot jumped from 
his wagon with a angry 
shout. 
“You can't treat a human 
being like that, 
he said. 
“Release him !” 
“He’s not a human being." 
retorted the farmer. “ He’s a 
savage. And if you want him

and 1 11 give him to you." 
Eliot only had 
ll gold 
pieces to his name, but he 
counted out the IO without 
hesitation and gave them to 
the farmer. 
“ You are free to return to 
your people,” Eliot told the 


Indian. 
But 
the 
Indian 
thought he had simply a new 
master, and climbed into the 
wagon and took the reins. 
Eliot took the Indian, 
whom 
he 
nam ed 
Job 
Neustan, home with him. 
During the months which 
followed, Eliot laboriously 
taught the Indian to speak, 
read and write in English. In 
return, Job Neustan taught 
John Eliot his language and 
customs. 
It was soon apparent that 
the Lord had answered John 
Eliot's prayers for guidance. 
Ever since his youth he had 
felt that God had something 
special and challenging for 
him to do with his life. Now, 
suddenly, here it was. 
In 1646, at the age of 42, 
John Eliot set out with In­ 
dian Job as his guide, to visit 
Indian 
se ttle m en ts 
and 
villages with the hope of 
introducing his God to the 
native Americans. 
Not far from Roxbury, as 
the curious Indians gathered 
to do, they were greatly 
surprised when Eliot spoke 
to 
them 
in 
their 
own 
language. 
They 
w ere 
pleased too, when he talked 
with 
u n d erstanding 
and 
respect of their customs and 
traditions. 
This was the beginning of 
a reg u lar m inistry p e r­ 
formed by Eliot w'hen he was 
not busy or needed at his 
own church. He was loved 
and revered by the Indians 
to whom he preached and 
ministered for the years that 
followed. As a result of his 
personal 
in terest 
and

missionary activity, untold 
numbers of Indians became 
Christians. 
It was in 1659 that Eliot 
and Job Neustan began a 
project which was to take 
them four years to complete 
They translated the Bible 
into the Indian language. 
The wonder of Eliot’s varied 
efforts on behalf of the In­ 
dians is that he did it all on 
his own time and with his 
own money. He even paid for 
having the Bibles printed 
when the task was finished. 
An interesting comparison 
can be made between the life 
and work of Kenneth Taylor 
of Wheaton, 111., who also 
translated the 
Bible, 
but 
more than 300 years after 
John Eliot. 
Both men were fervent, 
active Christians from their 
youth. Each of them felt that 
God had something special 
for them to accomplish for 
Him in the course of their 
lives. Each man prayed for 
God’s guidance and, in due 
course, each was led to 
translate the Bible into a 
language 
which 
would 
clarify the Scriptures and 
unlock it m ysteries for 
people had won their con­ 
cern. 


Taylor saw the need of his 
own IO children for n Bible 
they could understand and 
live by, as they struggled 
through fam ily devotions 
each day. Eliot’s feeling for 
the Indians was akin to that 
of Taylor for his own off­ 
spring. 
As with Eliot, Taylor had a 
regular job and it was on his 
own time and with his own 
funds that he paraphrased 
“The Living Letters” and 
“ The 
Living 
G osp els,” 
which 
com prised 
the 
“Living New Testament.” 
It took Taylor much longer 
than Eliot to translate the 
Bible. He had less free time 
to devote to the task, and 
most of the 15 years involved 
saw him engaged in full time 
em ploym ent with Moody 
P ress, 
traveling 
from 
Wheaton to Chicago daily. 
As a matter of fact, for the 
first seven years, he did 
much of his paraphrasing on 
the commuter train. 
When Kenneth Taylor had 
finished translating the New 
Testament, he took it to 
several publishers, but was 
turned down by every one. 
They 
saw 
no need 
for 
another modern English 
translation. 
It was while explaining his 
plight to a friend in the 
printing business that he 
offered to print several 
thousand copies of “Living 
Letters” (The Letters of the 
Apostle 
Paul) 
on 
speculation. 
The 
new 
translation 
w as 
w ell 
received, 
but 
without 
spectacular su ccess until 
Billy Graham was given a 
copy of “Living Letters. 
He though it was just what 
many people needed to get 
them started in regular 
study of God’s Word. He 
offered a copy to his radio 
audience. From that time 
on, 
T aylor’s 
“ L iving” 
paraphrases 
grew 
in 
popularity and Taylor gives 
Graham much of the credit. 
Taylor is now one of the 
world’s 
largest 
Bible 
publishers. 
Through 
Tyn- 
dale House Publishers he 
distributes many regligious 
books in addition to “The 
Living Bible,” which has 
headed the best seller lists 
for 2 straight years and sold 
over 14 million.
